STORY OF WILLIAM SELIG, LAST OF MOVIE PIONEERS | 


This is the second of a series of stories by a staff correspondent of 
International News Service recounting the beginnings of Hollywood 
movie-making as recounted by the only one of the earliest pioneers 
to tie still identified with the industry.

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 7— (INS)—William .Nicholas Selig, who is still 
active in Hollywood after making and losing a fortune, made the first “fea­ 
ture ti I rn” in 1907. 
For 13 years lie had been producing one-reelers. giving them practically 
any name that came into his mind like— “The Nursemaid. 
Vhe Cop," “ For 
Mother,” “Tho Gambler's Threat,” “Hurnpty Dumpty” and “Spooners." Then 
in 1907, he took a long chance. 
“I put everything I had in that venture—it was called 
‘Damon 
and 
Pythias* and was the first two-reeler," Selig recalls. "And although spec­ 
tators heralded it as a masterpiece, theater owners in Chicago, where all the 
early filming was done, and New York, threatened to boycott me unless I 
‘Quit that nonsense of producing those outlandishly long films. 
It kept their 
audiences in the theater too long—that was their complaint.

LONDON, May 7— (INS)*—The 20th 
anniversary of the sinking of the Lusi­ 
tania, probably the most horror-filled 
single incident of the entire world war, 
today finds the actual causes of the ap­ 
palling loss of life in the tragedy as 
much a mystery as eve?. 
Iii the two decades that have passed 
since the proud Canard liner, bound 
to Liverpool from New York, was sunk 
by a German submarine torpedo IO) 
miles off the Old Head of Kinsale, Ire­ 
land, with a loss of 1,189 lives, the feel­ 
ing of utter horror and indignation 
which first followed news of the dis­ 
aster throughout the world has not (Ii 
minished, but in the ensuing years 
countless arguments and nearly as 
many theories have been put forward. 
One of the most interesting appeared 
only a few’ weeks ago in a book dealing 
with naval strategy, written by Lieu- 
tenant-Commander E. Keble Chatter- 
ton of the British Navy. He ventured 
the startling and intriguing specula­ 
tion that tile sinking of the Lusitania 
was an “accident.” Not even the Ger­ 
mans, in their various arguments over 
the incident, ventured any such pos­ 
sible explanation. 


The Lusitania went to the bottom j 
in 240 feet of water on May 7, 1915, two I 
years before the United States entered I 
the war. She was sunk by the C-20, J 
commanded by (’apt. Walt her Scil w li­ 
ger of the Imperial German Navy, who 
was drowned four months later when 
the U-88, to which he was transferred, 
sank with all hands in attempting to 
pierce a cruiser convoy off the Dog­ 
ger Bank, The third officer of the U-20 
at the time survived the war and now 
lives in Germany. 
In his log, Captain Schweiger main­ 
tained he did not know it was the Lusi­ 
tania his submersible bad sunk until 
the great ship, in its final death-throes, 
became sufficiently visible through the 
periscope for his crew' to see the gold 
letters of the liner’s name emblazoned!

was dubbed a 
colonel. 
This happened in 1907 but 
even iii those days fans would come 
miles to watch us making a picture, 
On one occasion a 
sightseer 
asked 
the guide who I was. 
Jokingly 
he 
said, ‘He's tin1 colonel; can't you tell 
lie’s an army man from the way he 
gives orders?’ From that day on peo­ 
ple 
have 
insisted 
on 
calling 
me 
colonel.” 
The success of “The Holdup of the 
Leadville Stage,” which was the first 
so-called 
melodrama 
heartaches, 
pathos, tears, gun lighting, and in fact 
everything that could be crammed in­ 
to a picture that lasted less time when 
shown than modern newsreels—caus­ 
ed Selig to 
concentrate 
mostly 
on 
thrillers. 
Selig trekked between Colorado and 
Chicago and while in 
tho 
Illinois 
town waiting for trains he produced 
another thriller. By this time he was 
becoming free with his titles so he 
named his latest achievement, filmed 
in half a day, “On 
the 
Little 
Big 
Horn,” or in case the exhibitor did not 
care for that title, Selig tacked 
on 
“Or Custer’s Last Stand.” 
“ I gradually became disgusted with 
the weather in Chicago,” Selig related. 
“ It would rain most of the time and of 
course in those days the scenes, inter­ 
iors and all wen- made out of doors. 
Work would have to Ik- stopped! ‘I 
had made several trips to California 
years before and for a time had tour­ 
ed with my own company which had 
as the star attraction

Walker, widely known colored enter­ 
tainers. 
I played in the company as 
a magician. 
“The more T thought about the Cali­ 
fornia climate, the more anxious I 
was to move west.
